Wetzel, then
Mrd, Remeen, made the sale of the warrant
she did not nave the consent of an orphan's
court to dispese of the Interest of her chll-
dren. It appearing, bowever, that the titie
of presont owners had not been attacked
until forty years after the transfer  was
made, the court held that it wka now too
late to attack It.  Justlee Brown eald
that when the trausfer wase Orst made
the land Involved was not worth
to exceod $200, but that now, belng covercd
with builldiogs end other Improvements, it
waa valued at not lesa than $1,000,000, The
purchascrs from Taylor had bought under his
patent from the goveenment and the court
thought that under all the clrcumstances and
especially becanse of the laches of the helrs,
the title should not he disturbed, The case
was appealed from the o cult court of ap-
peals for the elghth clreult. The decision of
that court was againgt Mrs, Wotzel and s
opinion was aflirmed by today's declsion,
